‘ Thefe, Sir, are the Fellows who, by this fine Scheme, 
are to put into every Man’s Houfe that is a Dealer in 
either of the two Commodities of “Tobacco or Wine: 
Thefe are the Lord Danes, who are to be by Law ap- 
pointed to lord it over every fuch Dealer and his whole 
Family: We know what was the Fate of the Lord 
Danes we had formerly in England, and I fhall be very 
little furprifed if thefe new ones mect. with the fame 
Fate. In fhort, Sir, Gentlemen may drefs up this 
Scheme in what Shape they pleafe, but to one, who

If this be a Faét, is not this Mo- 
tive to Frauds entirely removed, there being by this Scheme 
no ‘Temptation whatever to Frauds on this Head? for 
by this’ Scheme, as now amended, there is no Part of the
